Report of the Schsol Committee. 


Fallow citizens of Campton: Having attended to the duties of the 
offize to which you elected me, I now report. 

Twenty-two different tevchers, three males and nineteen females, 
have been employed during the year, six of whom have diplomas; 
from the State NormalSchool. Averarye wages per month, including 
board, of males—$32, of females—$23.18 The whole number of 
scholars—346, all of whom have attended to Reading and Spelling. 
Five children in town between four and fourteen years of age, have 
not attended schyol during the year. Tam not aware that there are 
any intowna between fourteen aad twenty-one years who cannot read 
and write. 

The length of school summer term, in districts Nos. 8, 11 and 12,, 
six weeks; Nos 3, 4, 9 and 14, eight weeks; Nos. 7, 10and 13, seven 
weeks; No. 3, ning weeks; No. 2, ten weeks; the winter term in 
district No. 12, six weeks; Nos. 4, 7, 9 and 10, eivht weeks: Nos. 3 
and 8, ten weeks; No. 14, e'even weeks; Nos. & and 6, twelve weeks; 
Nos. 1, 5 and 18, thirteen weeks. 

Averaze amount furnished by the town for each scholar for the 
vear, in district No. 1, $8.95; No. 2, $1.22; No. 3, $3.19; No. 4 $2.58; 
No. 5, $7.57; No. 6, $1.58; No. 7, $3.28: No. 8, $4.11; No. 9) $452; 
No. ‘10, $3.05; No. 11, $2.67; No. 12, $4.45; No. 18, $3.45; No. 14, 
$4.38. This inequality of expense, however, dees not truly represent 
alike inequality of privilege. It isnot to be presumed that the schoo] 
privileges in district No. 1, forexample, have been two or three t mes 
a3 good as those in several of the other districts. 

The highest hopes of gool for our schools during the year have 
not been realized, naither have the worst fears. But considering the 
expenditure and the geod received, the balance is largely in favor of 
the latter. 

Prudential Committees have not aimed to secure teachers who can. 
command from one to three thousand dollars a year, but they have, 
I think, without exception, been desirousof securing good teachers, 
and considering the funds at their disposal, have been generally very 
successful. The teachers have resyectively entered upon their work 
with the evident laudable purjose ‘oe succeed, and while. perhaps, no 
one has met with that degree of success that he or she had hoped, each 
one has reason to rejoice that amid all the opposing forces that have 
surrounded them, he or she has attained to a degree of success, if not 
on the plus side of a medium <tindard, certainly not below if. 
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The patrons of our schools,have, in some instances exhibited more 


than usual interest in them; there remains, however, much room for 
improvement in this direction. Several causes have combined to 
hinder the best progress; want of funds go that we can not obtain 
the best qualified teachers; the incompetency of teachers—none of 
them are perfect; the obtuseness, low aims, disrelish for study on 
the part of the pupils; apathy of parents, and a public sentiment that 
does not truly appreciate the value of good schools, nor rightly 
distribute the responsibility for securing the best results. 

Teachers should aim to avoid the use of partiality in the school- 
room, avoid irregularity in commencing and closing the daily sessions, 
zeek the best methods of conducting recitations, be careful and not 
prompt too soon nor too often—a serious evil this—should study the 
temperaments of their pupils that they may understand their special 
needs, acall early in the term on the parents is often very desirable, 
should keep their registers accurately, fill a/? the blanks and return 
promptly at the close of the school, should be careful not to be 
unduly influenced by reports of scholars as to how they were 
permitted to conduct in former terms. 

Let not parents be unreasouable in their demands upen teachers. 
They can not furnish brains for our children; they can not compel 
them to attend school; they can not always know, when they are 
absent whether they are playing truant orare away by our permission. 
They may not succeed any better than we have done in interesting 
our children in their studies or inducing them to deport themselves 
properly. Ii they are as successfulin these particulars as we have 
been, ought we to complain? While wedemandof them earnest and 
faithful effort in the discharge of their duties, let us wisely co-operate 
and sympathize withthem. Scholars should not be allowed to absent 
themselves from the examination. = 

Qusstion.—To what extent should the teacher be held responsible 
for the security from depredations by the scholars on the school- 
house and furniture, from the time the house is opened in the morning 
till it is closed at night? 

District No. 1. D. B. Pulsifer, Prudential Committee. Whole 
anumber of scholars 7, attending to Penmanship, Arithmetic and 
Geovrapby, 7; Grammar, 3. Scholars quiet, studions, well disposed, 
made good progress; school prolonged by contribution ef board and 
wood. Summerschool taught by Laura R. Hardy, a young promising 
teacher. Winter school is now being taught by Ida A. Willoughby, 
who has taught here one term before and now as then giving excellent 
satisfaction. . 

Disrriet No. 2. G. O. Brown Prudential Committee. Forty 
acholars; attending to Arithmetic, 27; Geography, 12; Composition, 
6; U. S. History, 3; Book-keeping, 3. Teacher, summer term. 
Helen A. Folsom, prompt, energetic, good executive ability, main- 
tained good order creditable advancement made. On account of the 
arrangement of the school room, and the character of the school in 
the winter term, a teacher of consideralsle experience and much 
physical endurance is needed. Mae E. Avery met with encouraging 
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success. School appeared well at the examination; a majority of the 
scholars made good improvement in theirstudies. Wood contributed. 


School, both 
erms, uniler tiie successful conduct of Flora E. Hoyt, who had pre- 
viou usly taught three terms in the district, and never giving better 
satisfaction ian now; 49 scholars; attending to Penmanship.
